Besides large 
sums In stakes she carried off an enormons quantity of plate, and her 
owner's dnwing room In Laocasler Oats bean sound eridsnee aa to 
how prodiable a good English bone moat hare been In the ante-Aus- 
tnllan days. Her fate was as tragic aa Coxcomb's, for shortly after her 
turf career was orer, Mr. Apear sold bar to a natire Rajah and she 
broke her neck from rearing orer In ber stall the rery day she left her 
old stable. Her rlctoriae Induced ber owner to Import largriy sod 
be eren sent ships of hla own to Eiuland, which 
brought bim orer Ian or a dosen at a time, bat 
no fresh prophet arose In Israel from amongst them, and la a racing 
point of riew none of them paid for their keep. Tbe same may be said 
of perhaps H many as a hundred otben Imparted between Itao and 
IW when Morning Star arose on the Bengal oouraea. She was a faror- 
Ita mars of a captrin of on Infantry regiment, so when ordered to India, 
be, not knowing bow good she was. took her ont. It was soon found 
ootthat sbseouTd race, and whilst Btlll new to the game, she taokled 
Vanderieekea who was sapposed to be Inrisdble.

so long would soma of our Interesting thongb swarthy fellow subjects 
be prepared to Inrest In him, howerer donotrnl might be bis under- 
standings, there rras always a certain amount of balm In Gilead to tba 
English owner of a crippled Importation. As Palbeck was no doubt a 
good bores further risks In tbe same line seemed warranted, and three 
stoutly bred ones were sent out to my stable In tT.

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Tbe London costermonger's adrlce to any stranger, whom he sees In- 
Tolred In a brawl, of "wira in and get y«r name up" la sound, but not 
to be followed by me for fear of wearring yonr readers on a subject re- 
morerl by so many thousand leagues from home associations and so I 
must, like the Scottish minister, come to "lastly." 'I^t dirlne bad 
prayed for. from llrstly, tbe Queen, down tbrongh the hoeta 
of the Royal family, for the lords Justlcca, and baring at 
length exhaneted erery known object of ordinary special 
recommendation to tbe Creator, he paused at "lastly;" tbe 
word was nut and could not be recalled and nothing but presence of 
mind could save bis reputation with bis dock; and "lastly, my brelb- 
rrn." repeated the pastor, "lastly let ns pralgb for tbe poor de'll. nae- 
body praigbe for tbe poor de'll the uoo;'' and so lastly we come to tbe 
Bngliab horse. Since the Sues Caual was opened the rales of freight 
for man and beast bare so come down that it would be reuranable to 
suppose that at least as many Englleb tanrses would be import^ to 
India now. as there were before hT de Lesseps' great work waa accom- 

f tlished. Yet sneb Is not tbe case, for the reason 1 have given In preced- 
ug numbers. Fifteen or twenty years ago it would cosf £<00 to convey 
a norsc from Southampton to Bombay or Calcutta, and there were great 
dUBcaltles In disembarking and embuklng him In Egypt, more espe- 


of Ihe latter there are now but few. and hardly any, save Mr Wallace 
of Mongbyr, who look on breeding tborou^bred stock In India aa 
likely to prove angbt more than an Interesting experiment. As neither 
Madras nor Bombay have government breeding studs, tbe total nnmber 
of English stallions In India Is very small. 

Tbe Aral good Engllsbmau that I remember In India waa Coxcomb 
a hardy, wearing game borne whose two mile time on the very easy Cal¬ 
cutta course was about AM. He could bold the Arnbe safely enough 
and also his generation of Australians, and bis owner therefore made a 
good thing of bIm. Hie star was, however, destined to fade In favor 
of coming English ones mightier than be. and bis role of John tbe 
Baptist was. luckily for bis laurels, brought to an honorable termina¬ 
tion by bis falling dead Just after paesing the poet when winning one 
of tbe by races orthe Calcutta meeting of IMX. Towards the end of 
his career his nnee woe sadly put of Joint by the doings of Voltlge a 
daughter of old Voltigenr, who bad been used as a scboolmsrm by John 
Sceu for his two year olds at Langdon Wold. An Armenian gentleman 
named Apear. who owned an Arab named Nero, with whom he bad 
cleared tbe Bengal coniaes. sent tbe latter to England, where he woe 
wanted for crossing with thoroughbred mares, and bad Voltlge sent 
bark as part of Nero's price. She bad never been sus¬ 
pected of atsying powers at home, but Ihe fact that 
greatly superior speed makes any very fast horse a stayer 
when meeting much inferior cattle (s. g. Thunder's two mile perfora- 
snee in England last year) waa never more clearly proven than in ber 
caae. for she won pretty well eteryihlng she slarteu for. and was at last 
considered so Invincible that ber chance was discarded la lotteries 
and tbe purchaser of the second horse used to be tbe winner. Her anc- 
ceseea led speculators to Import Bngliab aniagoolsts for her; but though 
Nortbwold and Gridiron llgnred amongst soch and were both respec¬ 
table performeia on their native heaths, neither they nor their Im 


evei good private characters they bear, none of those sent to India seem 
to have a chance with a good Australian there even at a mile, whilst 
at double that distance Ihe colonial bolds them still safer. Mr. 
JosMbs who la Ihe Matt Dawson of Indian trainers has, I see, risked a 

fi ood deal of money In tbe purebaee of Chancellor, a really good Eog- 
ebman tbia year and may next season reverse Ihe verdict aner a new 
trial; bni tbe dllBcultles an English horse has to contend with are beet 
represented by the unknown quantity x, and though I would give sums 
to be there to see, 1 think I should. If so, be foond amongst thoee bet¬ 
ting against my own countryman, provided tbs Auatrallans that meet 
him are of any class. 

Whilst Bengal turfmen were Importing no laigely IVom the old conn- 
tn, we, in Bombay and Madraa were groping onr way about In search 
of money bags, and though, seeing tbrongh a glass darkly, spent a good 
deal of coin In Importing as well as breeding experiments. I^evlons 
to the Australians proving their value, we gut stock out to a limited 
extent from England. Toe drat of these, as well as 1 remember, was a 
mare who waa sent out for a wealthy Moslem of Hyderabad. He named 
ber Shah Rookb. and there was rather a straggle to gat hold of her to 
train. A Major Nolan succeed In doing so. and beat a large deld of 
moderate Arabs and worse Auatrallans In about S;lld for the two miles. 
Tbe aubjacts of Ibe NIasm bad seen no eneb performance previously, 
and ao, after a common native custom the mare waa taken out of train¬ 
ing so aa never to know defeat. and treated to gbonr and ghee (sngar 
and clarided butter) Instead of sweats, aud the turf knew her no more 
Sncceeding her came Falbeck. a colt by WIngenund; but his racing 
career was almost eqnally brief, for after hla drat meeting at Hydera¬ 
bad, which was notable only for Ibe gallant straggle mue with bim 
by the Arab, Raby, who got up to hla bead In 8:110 fur tbe two miles, 
he contracted farcy when on bis 800 miles march back to Madraa. and 
waa only patched op enough to be sold to a "condding Zemindar"

eoutheru India got any more Uoraea out from fiuglaod; ftod 1 believe 
that wUblti half a doaeo ycore do race boreea will he «eut out from the 
old country, though there are alwaya ao mauy aeorcbera after the phi* 
loeopher'a atone that good luorea will doubtleaa be aeut out, ftUd if ft 
raalfy good ctliuale and locality ■ e selected, I dare aay that Judicious 
croesiiig with tbe Auairalisn thoroughbred will produce good colls. 

Thd task I set luyseif lu four coluiuua s mouth ago has uow ended, 
os 1 have described the clasiiea of horses that race lu Kngland's greatest 
depeudeucy. 1 may at eoiue future time carrr your readers throogb 
the many other poiiila of differeuce belwceu the £*slerti aod Weetern 
turf systems; or lo the Junu'le side, and give them the mighty boar, tbe 
tiger, panther, or the ruhtary *’butf.'' but at ureseot I muet forbear. A 
return, happily only pro fvm.. to tbe bi»rribie wilderuesa of Western 
Mliineeota, U enough to drive the cororfAes scrihrndi from the moat 
facile of writers, and local siirroundiugs destroy all Ineplratluue, save 
perhaps those couuectvd with tbe. alas I to be. 1 fear, everlasting grose- 
hopper.

He 
delivers himself of hla Up lu that pecaltar way of his. os ludeacribabie 
os QDfortuuately It Is irresistible. Taking yoo apart in a corner, and 
putting on an expression, a strange mingling of secrecy aod eogacUy, 
combined with an anxiety to do yoa a g<^ turn, yet tluged with a 
make-belleve rellcence, he wbtspere the magic name of the horse who 
Is "coming with a rattle," and will "walk in. ” or else iDforme yon that 
such a horse Is os good os a "dead one," tbe one you stand to win upon, 
of course; hoeUly vou bid the hall porter boll the first heneom, andoff 
you go to TaUersaU’s ortooneof the clubs, to "get outuf your money" 
at any sacrifice. Then when, after all, your rouM maligned favorite’s 
number Is hoisted up In triumph, you wish your friend—well, never 
mind where. 

W'ere U nut for the love of our fellow creatures towards one another 
displayed by tbe freer Interchauge of "Ups" (about the only wey, by 
tbe by. most of them manifest that love oo the Torf. or anywhere 
else), who on earth could be Indnced to bock auch utterly hopeleas 
chance# os are supported by the public In every bandlcau of any Im¬ 
portance? 


horse la dead, at least to far os his chance of wlnnitig the race for 
which he le fended Is concerned; and now there Is a gradual and steady 
Increase of suspicion galulog ground day by day amongst the public, 
that whenever a borsels reported to be amiss ills merely a rusv on tbe 
part of the stable to obtain longer odds. It Is also a recugnUed fact 
(bat sublet who have bad two or more horses eugoged in a handicap by 
at ouoe declariug openly tbe best at the weights have to their astonish¬ 
ment obtained guod long prices against It, honesty certainly In this cate 
being the best policy, simply because nowadays so many people on the 
turf, probably taking a pretty good line through themselves, agree 
with (he Fsalmlst iu hie basllly-fuiined, yet, neverthelees, tolerably 
accurate view of the aptitude uf mankind for telling the truth. Not 
long ago there was an Ill-advised aglutiou set on foot to restrain, ae far 
os poesfble. newspaper reports of the doings and condition of horses In 
truiulug. Cooslderlng that these reports are, as a rale, faithfully given, 
their suppression would be attended with greater faclUtles to 
Ishuuenly. 

Taking It lu the aggregate, perbape, not one apparently good "tip" 
out of ten is worth anything; but we are au apt to be unmlDaful uf tbe 
bad ones we receive in blind admiration of the one—the plum. For 
Instance, a man Is told by a casual acquaintance, for whose Judgment 
be would not give a straw, lo bock so-aud-so for such a race. 8o-aud-eo 
wins. "Fi>oi (hat he waa not lo have backed him." This is the burdeu 
of his wearisome song aft he wanders about vainly seeking rest, and 
boring bis friends. But he Is quite forgetful of the fact that he was 
told lu back some half a doxeu horses, and by better Judges, tou, for 
the same race. Tbe airs tbst some ignorant fools give themselves who 
have either bad bets crammed down (heir Ibroeie, ur have been unable 
to "get out" of their money wheu a Uarmft or Doncaster wins. Is enough 
to make one almuai Inwardly chuckle with tbe knowledge that such a 
"iura-up"ooi unfrequeutly brings them "to grief,” eltner from their 
coucelt ur from their cultivating a taste for speculating lo matters 
H>>out which they are lu supreme ignorance. There are some simple- 
tuus who, having the luck or lll-iuok, oa the cose may be. of knowing 
so owner of race burses, trainer, or leading Jockey, uot only boost or 
their ibtlmtcy with them, by repeating what scant crumbs or loforma- 
ilou they may have picked up, but In order to gain additional Iropur- 
lauce In tbe evee of their friends, give rein to their probably at-all- 
tlroes errant fmogluatiou. and circulate reports that bava no founda¬ 
tion Id them whatever. Tbie close, larger, perbape, than may be sup¬ 
posed, do no little towards filling up a neloer’s book. While speaking 
of "ilpe," a word Is scarcely out of place reapecUug the curlons, prying, 
and Ill-bred men In search of them, who will pester an owner, wl% 
whom he has but probably a slight acqutlolaoceablp, to divulge either 
bis Intentions or bis borstf^s condition or capablU 
Ules. This Is an unpardonable Imperllnence. The re- 
bake was well merited when a stranger to the owner of a great Derby 
favorite some years ago, ou tbe eve of the race requested permission lu 
' interview" the horse, and was quietly asked by the noble owner 
whether he would uot aleo like to see bU wife, that lady bavlug only 
about the day before presented her lord and master with "aoutber," 
and being kept, as a matter of course, lo as strict seclusion lu oouse- 
quence, as the horse himself. Touts now frequently oo the race course 
have the effrontery to badger a wretched owner out of his senses for 
what they ore pleased to term "tbe etray tip;" to give which, as they 
would assuredly dUseroluate It right and left for half-crowns to their 
numerous clients. Is particularly coiiducilre to tbe owuer's luterest, 
more especially should hie horse already have reached a short price In 
tbe betting. Should a man be lo any way connected with a reclug 
stable, or To the moet dielaot mauner to anybody who Is, from the 
owner of a race horse to tbe bov wbo rides him fu walking exerclsa, he 
lu hlv owu portlcolar way may become a recognised anihority in every¬ 
thing epperialulug to the turf. Thus. In these, sa In most other matters 
of a graver nature, au assumption of liuponauce aud a large amount of

They 
were originaiiy bred by the late Marquis of Anglesea, at Beaadesart. in 
the county or Stafford. Tbe way I came to know ao well about that 
breed of dogs Is, my graodfalber was head gamekeeper (here during 
that period, and be baa tbe sole management of them, and my father 
engaged with lyird Hiautyre. In l.<ondon, as his bead keeper, and came 
down Into Scotland to one of his estates, and was in his service for 
about M years; and Lord Blantyre got tbe same breed of dogs at t^t 
time from tbe late Marquis of Anglesea and brouirht them down into 
Scotland, and my father bred them every year after that until iiuable to 
aitcnd to bis business, t do not recollect definitely whether the Duke 
of Gordon got them from tbe .Marquis of Anglesea or from Lorn Ulan 
tyre first; nnt 1 think, from a faint recollection, that it was from Lord 
Blintyre.

As is well known to our readers, when we established a 
kennel reeistcr it was with the intention that all dogs reg¬ 
istered with us would be published in our paper and trans¬ 
ferred in eMnto into book form, which would be the 
volume of Mr. Arnold Burges’ Kennel Stud book. The 
Forest and Stream had also opened a kennel register, 
eral of the loading sportsmen regarded the prospect of two 
registers as likely to lead to confusion and defeat the object 
which such a book should accomplish. . w i 

A meeting of the officers of the National American Kennel 
Club was held in St. Louis early in April last, hav ng for its 
object the advisability of the Kennel Club puK 
lishing the register. Recognizing the fact that 
if published by such a body it would best 
serve its object, we relinquished our intention and 
agreed to turn over, to the parties delegated by the club to 
receive them, all the pedigrees which might be received by 
us, reserving the right to, in the interim, publish them 
from time to time Tn the Cnic.too Field, with the dual 
purpose of keeping faith with those sending them, accord- 
inK to our uDDOUCcineul to publish ibem free of charge, anu 
that were there any attempts at fraud the same might be 
detected and exposed. Although Mr. Burges was not pres¬ 
ent we, by our concession, virtually bound him not to pub¬ 
lish the second volume of his book—which with a good grace 
he acquiesced in, sacrificing his individual interest for the

horse racing at fair*. 

A Mr. Forbes has Introduced into the Now York legisla¬ 
ture a bill which provides that no moneys appropriated hy 
tho State shall be paid to any agricultural society unless 
the application for said moneys is accompanied by an affi¬ 
davit, from one of tho officers of the society making it, that 
no premium or award of any kind for trials of speed between 
horses have b«n offered or paid by the society during the 
year for which such application is made. 

The object of this is to discourage horse racing at faire. 
Mr. Forbes doubtless belongs to that misguided and mis¬ 
taken class of people who regard trials of speed from a 
gambling standpoint, entirely overlooking the great advan¬ 
tages directly and Indirectly derived from them. But fanat¬ 
icism possesses not the clemenU of common sense, nor 
Is it ever guided by reason or Justice; its 

ideas are narrow and contracted; it looks at 

one side only, never at the other; if invited to, it would turn 
aside its glance. It is not part of its creed to be open to 
conviction. The fanatic’s self sufficiency is but equalled by 
his Phariseeisra. Prejudice la hislaw; he who thinks not as 
be thinks isdamned. . , , 

No sooner does one of this sect get into our legislative 
halls than he immediately becomes a moral reformer, and 
bis first act is to in some way or other curtail or restrain the 
amusemenU of the people, believing that in this way he is 
doing both God and man service. By such men, contests 
looked uDon as demoralizing in the extreme,

Smith were appointed to superintend the compiling or the 
register. We have awaited their order to deliver to them 
the pedigrees in our possession, but as yet have not received 
any The Forest and Stream of last week contained a com¬ 
munication from Mr. Sterling of that committee, proposing 
that the Forest and Stream should abandon their register, 
and turn over the few pedigrees they have received to the 
Kennel Club, a proposillon which does not meet the acquU’S* 
cence of our cotcniporary, but induces it to make the counter 
oroposition that the Kennel Club should turn over f 8 regis¬ 
ter to the publishers of the Forest and Stream. Truly a 
shrewd proposition. Now, while the editor of this paper it 
is true is the President of the National American 
Kennel Club, yet he wishes it distinctly understood that 
the CHtcAoo Field is no more the organ of that association 
than of the National Trolling Association or the National 
Sportsmen's Association. We don’t propose to grind out 
tunes to suit any Individual association. This paper is the 
organ of the community at large interested in spomng 
matters. It is independent of individuals and associattons. 
It knows no master but the public weal, and will always 
mete out justice to either friend or foe, denouncing the 
former, if deserved, as freely as It will extol the latter. 
This, therefore, to show our position. 

What action the Club will lake in tho matter 
we do not know; one thing certain, the com | 
mittee have not the authority to transfer the register to the 
Forest and Stream; did they, they would transcend the pro¬ 
visions of the resolution,which authorizes them to lake such 
steps and incur such expense as necessai^r to compile the 
register, hut in no leay are they authortud to transfer\bo 
register to other parties. This we think Mr. Sterling recog¬ 
nizes in his letter when he says “it is my individual plan. 

Ab lo whiit cburgti iho Keuoel^Club will mftke for regis* 
terlng pedigrees, we do not know; that the committee will 
decide as they think best; we have done our portion when 
we published them without charge. 

But now for our position. The proposition of Forest and 
Stream is not to our liking, and will not 

meet with our consent, for it must be re¬ 

membered that these pedigrees are our prop¬ 
erty yet, and remain so until the conditions under which 
we were lo surrender them are to be verified. If, there¬ 
fore the transfer is to he made to Forest and Stream we

Utterly tfTQoriog the fact that these contests of speed at 
anricullurai fairs have both directly and indirectly increMcd 
the wealth of the farmere and breeders more than ten fold 
since inaugurated, the fanatic would suppress them be¬ 
cause he and his believe not in them. 

Fairs are supposed to be held for the enjoyment and mu¬ 
tual benefit of the agricultural community. By 
comparison and competition the farmer sees where 
be excels and where he is excelled; he be¬ 

comes practically educated up to the science of breed¬ 
ing He learns that in order lo Improve and 

breed a belter quality of stock he must pay more attention 
to circumstances apparently trivial, but yet, os practically 
demonstrated, exercising a great influence on the progeny 
of the stock from which he would breed. To become a 
successful breeder he must be practical, and in no bolter 
way can he educate himself than by noting tho results of 
the experiments of others. To breed good horses he wants 
to know that the stallion he would breed to, has with symme¬ 
try of fonn speed and stamina; for without stamina the 
horses he would breed would be of no practical value, and 
without speed would remunerate but mfenoniy. 
Even more; he wants to know whether the 
stallion he would breed to transmits to hU progeny his 

. * . • __M.in thill Ka rliiriA uril.hfMlt 
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shall most decidedly not only refuse to give up our pedigrees, 
but shiilt immediately set Mr. Arnold Burges to work lo 
arrange and compile them and publish the second volume 
of his Stud Book. 

We are in favor of doing anything for the sake of harmony; 
but It must not be at a sacrillco of self-respect. We have 
published five hundred and sixty-eight pedigrees; and have 
some two hundred on band which the demand on our col* 
umos bus prevented us from publishing. The Foreet and 
Stream has published about two hundred. Mr. Sterling is 
right “when he reminde the editor of Foreet and Sfrsvm | 
that the sportsmen of the country take no interest In quar¬ 
rels between smirilng papers in Kennel Club stud books or 
anything else." This is in substance what we told our co- 
temporary nearly a year a,ra when it expressed Itself satis¬ 
fied that siiortsinen ”‘wou\d so view” the matter in iu favor 
to send the majority of pedigrees to Its register. 
The result has shown that we were right 
and that Mr Sterling la also. Readers of a paper want 
news not wrangles; we recognized that fact, and gave tbem 
what they wanted, which explains the reason why they tent 
their pedigrees here. Would a proprietor of a hotel suc¬ 
ceed who instond of a good meal served his quarrels and 
grievances to his gnesto? We think nut. So then with a 
paper.

The Doo Law.— Our criticism of the dog law, introduced 
by Mr. Byers in the Illinois Stale Legislature, baa excited 
to wrath the editor of the Sycamore True RepubUean. He 
is sorely exercised over the subject, and like many another 
fanatic loses his head, indulges In a tirade against dogs, 
and displays an ignorance of the subject In hand. Nor is 
this all; he misquotes us in our remarks of Mr. Byers. We 
said: "If he be the author of the bill, his consllluenU have 
made a mistake in not sending him to a hospital for hydro¬ 
phobics"—not lunatics. But we are not surprised that the 
editor should have confounded the one with the author, 
since it Is In keeping with his other remarks on the subject. 

While the Chicago Field fails to find admiration for 
“the bold declaration that a dog is a nuisance and ought 
to he abated,” it most einphaiioally denies that it “cares 
nothing for the damage dogs do.” We arc in favor of a 
sound dog law, imposing a good round tax on each 
dog, out of which farmers and others suffer¬ 
ing depredations from dogs shall be reimbursed. By 
such a law the curs which do the harm, and which, by the 
way, are generally kept by farmers, would be legislated out 
of existence. But we are not in favor of a law which is 
neither dictated by common sense nor humanity, nor in 

keeping with this enlightened age; but on the contrary 
having cruelty as its charactorialic element, and for its 
foundation blind prejudice, which is but traditional of the 
darker ages out of which we have merged, with the ex- 
ceplion. however, o( those who, like the editor of the True 
RepubUean, neither learn nor forget. „ . . 

R Is strange if the “thrifty farmer hales dogs that so 
many farmers should keep them. We can not call lo inind 
ever visiting’ ft farmer's house without seeing a There 

are either few thrifty farmers, or else the editor of the 
True Republican, in trying to steer his ill freighted bark (no 
pun intended) through the fog in which his ignorance ot 
the subject has enveloped him, has struck a snag. Witness 
the farmers coming into town and behind every wagon 
you will see a dog—dogs of every color and of every breed- 
curs which do the harm in tho sheepfold that sportsmen s 
. dogs get blamed for. 

The fact staled by the editor of the True Republican that 
' “dog laws enough have been introduced into the Hpringfield 
Legislature to pave that whole cily from the monument lo 

. the Stale House,” and “that they have not succeeded, (ws- 

iiivcly controverts the prophecy of the editor that this 
. law “will be sustained by the whole people; forwe doul 
■ believe the “city dandy legislators and sporting men pre¬ 
ponderate in the legislature. 

We fully believe a dog law which would rid the commum y 
, of the outcasts of dog society, homeless brutes which among 
I dogs represent the lower strata of human beings, would he 
generally recognized as an advantaw; but such a law to he 
i of practical benefit and to be gcDcriilly sustained must be lu 
i keeping with humanity, not cruelty; and founded on com- 
f mon sense and justice, and not the emanation of blind 
, prejudice—a statutory trave-sty on our civilization.

We were on the road early in the morning. The rain fall 
hsd ceased, but the road was still in bad condition for a 
wsKOD as heavily loaded as was ours, and we found it neces¬ 
sary to relty Ift® horses by walking and riding by turns. 
Nswih Kelinar, Durfee, Turkey Frank and Vermvount 
a-ere already several hundred yards in advance when I 
look my seat on the iron-bound trunk, and the driver grasp 
lag the reins, clucked to hla horses, flourished his whip, and 
the on-to-thc-Slurgeon was resumed. 

A swollen pall of fog obscured the sky, added to the de¬ 
pressing dreariness of the burnt forest, through 
which for a few miles more we had yet to puss 
ere wc got beyond the fire-bell of ’71, and on the 
whole, the outlook was not flattering. To bo candid, I an¬ 
ticipated nothing. 1 was prepared to receive an overture to 
stop and go into camp so soon as we reached green woods 
and running water. Our knowledge of the Sturgeon, though 
it was very flattering, was, at best, second-handed. Every 
huntsman knows how unreliable is thalclassof information. 
Resident hunters are, generally, jealous of “outsiders" and 
reticent as lo Ihe habitats of their favorite game, and the 
one wish nearest their hearts is to get an intruder, ss they 
regard '‘outsiders" out of their preserves. And when we 
stop to think of it, we cannot And it in our hearts to blame 
them. Theirs is a life of hardship and privation, and a lit¬ 
tle recreation now and then with rod or gun, makes up all 
that is bright in their lives; the remainder of their life-pur¬ 
suits, “when," as Billings says, “you take the romancks and 
poeckry out'n It, has nothin' left but hard knocks and short 
ersps.'^ . 

As I have intimated, things had rather an inauspicious 
look and 1 was in a frame ol mind bordering on the unhap¬ 
py, when, looking up the road, 1 saw our vang'iard grouped 
and looking intently at somelhing on the ground, and ges¬ 
ticulating in an animated manner which betokened the dis¬ 
covery of something of unusual interest. Durfee cut s 
hazel switch and peming the bark from a portion of it, he 
waved it toward us, then thrust it in the ground. I acknowl¬ 
edged the signal with a wave of my old weather-beaten 
imirtro. Oa our arrival at the hazel signal we saw that 
they had discovered a recent bear trail which had bee 
made since the rain. The bear, which was a large one, had 
kept in the road for a half-mile or more, and. before leav 
ing the road it had been joined by a brace of cubs. 

The green woods and the bear tracks dissipated the last 
■ymploin of mutiny. 

From thence to Kirby’s Sturgeon farm we were culled on 
to observe a deer trail every half-mile at first, then between 
every hollow. 1 remembered that we saw where a herd of 
eleven deer had crossed the road during the morning; it 
was near a pleasant little trout brook, which, 1 think, is 
called Hay creek.

Is there any cure for Itf Aoe.—It la not probable from your ^ 
descfiplIOD that there Is anything more than 'temporary trouble ^ 
reeuitfug from the pressure of a furelsu subetance in tbe eye, 
or Irritation caused from aucb having been there. First 

examine the eye carefully, pulling tbe lid# awey from 
the ball and remove soylbing you And In it. If 

thete Is iiotbiug then bathe tbe eye two or three times a day with an 
astringent wash of BUipbate of xioc six grains, distilled water two 
oouces. As soon as the flowlug of lean subaldes. If Ibe film remains, 
blow into the eye twice a day by means of a quill or smaii tube, a small 
quantity of powdered white suaar.
